The 1980 season was equally exciting, rewarding and frustrating for the Dodger 
manager . .. only four teams in the major leagues had better won-lost records than the 
Dodgers—the New York Yankees, Baltimore Orioles, Kansas City Royals and Houston 
Astros . . . trailing by three games with three to play, the Dodgers swept the Houston Astros 
the final weekend of the regular season to force a one-game playoff for the National League 
West title . .. the Dodgers lost, 7-1 . . . injuries to several key players tested Lasordo’s ability 
to juggle his personnel and he was able to come up with winning combinations . . . the 
emergence of several young stars also made it an enjoyable campaign for Lasorda in his 
fourth season at the Dodger helm. . . Lasorda rarely had a chance to relax in a season in 
which most games went down to the last out. The Dodgers played 98 games decided by two 
runs or less and posted a 55-43 record in those games. . . Lasorda had a more difficult time 
weaving some magic in 1979, when the club also was riddled by injuries. . . he suffered 
through o 36-57 first half that left the Dodgers 17/2 games out of first place, but enjoyed post 
All-Star play as the club played at a sizzling .623 pace (43-26 record), second only to the 
World Champion Pittsburgh Pirates (52-25) . . .Lasorda became only the second manager in 
National League history to win league titles in his first two full years of managing in the 
Majors in 1977 and 1978. The only other to do it in the N.L. was St. Louis’ Gabby Street in 
1931. American League managers to accomplish it are Detroit's Mickey Cochrane, Washing- 
ton’s Bucky Harris, New York’s Ralph Houk, Detroit's Hughie Jennings and Baltimore's Ear! 
Weaver . . . Lasorda became only the 19th manager in Major League history to win a league 
title in the first year of managing in the Majors in 1977 .. . in doing so, Lasorda earned 
United Press International and Associated Press “Manager of the Year” honors . . . this marks 
Lasorda’s 32nd year in the Dodger organization . . . it was on Sept. 29, 1976 that he was 
named manager of the Dodgers as Walt Alston announced his retirement after 23 
years . .. prior to this he served his apprenticeship . . . he served 11 years as a player in the 
Dodger organization, most of that time as a pitcher for Montreal of the International 
League. . . after his playing career ended in 1960, Lasorda served as a scout for the Dodgers 
for five years and then managed in the Dodger minor league system for seven years . . . Tom

served four seasons (1973-76) as a Dodger coach. .. as a minor league manager Lasorda 
compiled an outstanding record, his teams winning five pennants in seven seasons... 
Losorda spent his first three seasons as a manager (1966-67-68) with Ogden of the Pioneer 
League and he had a pennant-winning club eoch year . . . in three seasons as the manager 
of Spokane of the Pacific Coast League— 1969-70-71 —his clubs never finished lower than 
third... in 1970 Lasorda was voted the “Minor League Manager of the Year” award by The 
Sporting News as his team won the pennant by 26 games. . , Lasorda has managed Winters 
in the Dominican Republic League, the Venezuelan League and the Arizona Instructional 
League .. . his career as a Major League pitcher consisted of two seasons with the Dodgers 
(1954 and 1955) and one year (1956) with Kansas City . . . he pitched in a total of 26 games 
and compiled a record of 0-4, all of the decisions with Kansas City . . . the southpaw once 
struck out 25 batters in a 15-inning game while pitching for the Schenectady Blue Jays 
against Amsterdam in 1948... he holds the all-time International League record for career 
wins of 125 for the Montreal Royals. ..Lasorda pitched in four games for the 1955 
Dodgers—the first Dodger team ever to win a World Championship . . . Lasorda was signed 
to his first pro contract by the Philadelphia Phillies . . .Lasorda resides in Fullerton with his 
wife Jo. They have two children—Laura and Tommy Jr.

pitcher, .. when Tom Lasorda became manager in 1977, Cresse was appointed a coach in 
charge of the bullpen. . . in addition to coordinating efforts in the bullpen during games, 
Cresse pitches and catches batting practice and also arranges the batting practice 
schedule... Cresse often is one of the first ones to the ballpark, pitching extra batting 
practice or working out in the weight room . . . he has worked in World Series in 1974, 1977 
and 1978 and been on the coaching stoffs for All-Star games in 1975, 1978 and 
1979... Cresse received his first opportunity to coach first base during spring training in 
1980 and then did so again in June when Manny Mota had to return to the Dominican 
Republic to visit his ailing mother...

Manny Mota was supposed to be retired as a player in 1980, but when you're in a pinch, 
who else do you call on but the greatest pinch-hitter in major league history . . . activated 
Aug. 29 when Reggie Smith was disabled, Mota, ot age 42 and in his 19th major league 
season, delivered three pinch hits in seven at bats... Mota increased his record career 
pinch-hit total to 150... pinch hit number 148 came Sept. 24 and was a two-out single in 
the 12th inning that gave the Dodgers a 5-4 victory over San Francisco... has seventh 
greatest pinch-hit percentage of .300 (150 for 500)... as a Dodger, Mota’s pinch-hitting 
average was .323 (106 for 328) and his over-all batting mark as a Dodger was .315 (605 for 
1922). . has over-all lifetime batting average of .304.. , . when he wasn’t pinch-hitting, 
Mota was the Dodgers’ first base coach and batting instructor... he kept himself in shape for 
his eventual return by arriving at the ballpark early and doing sprints in the outfield .. . 
Mota had 15 pinch hits and hit .357 in 1979, when he eclipsed the old pinch-hit mark of 144 
set by Smoky Burgess . . . Mota played for four clubs in his 19-year career , . . San Francisco, 
Pittsburgh, Montreal and the Dodgers . . . one of the most popular players in Dodger history, 
Manny makes his off-season home in the Dominican Republic, where he has his own youth 
league—The Manny Mota League... it has been said that Mota could wake up on 
Christmas morning, walk out to a baseball diamond and rip a single into right field... "He 
strikes out about three times a month," wrote Jim Murray of the Los Angeles Times. "He could 
get wood on a bullet, He is no secret to the pitchers around the league. He has hit them so 
much they're beginning to hit him back. Pinch-hitting is a high art like putting out oi! well 
fires or authenticating old master’s paintings. They don’t need you often, but when they do 
they need you like eyes. Manny's time comes when the building is burning, the babies 
are crying, the fort has to be rescued, and the wagons are circled,"’ added Murray . - . 
Former Dodger manager Walt Alston said, “There aren’t many hitters who can do what 
Manny can do. As long as | have known him, he hits better as o pinch-hitter than as a 
regular. He thrives on pressure.” . . . originally signed by the Giants in 1957... , his bonus 
was a plant ticket away from the ghettos of Santo Domingo and $400. . .

THE NICKNAME “DODGERS” AND ITS ORIGIN 
Brooklyn, an incubator of basebol! in the pre-Civil War era, had such strong 
clubs os the Atlantics, Eckfords and Excelsiors and didn’t take to professional 
baseball until joining the American Association in 1884. The AA champs of 
1889 had so many newlyweds on the roster they were known as the Bride- 
grooms. The club moved into the National League the following year and be- 
came dubbed the Trolley Dodgers because of the maze of streetcar tracks in 
the borough. The name, shortened to Dodgers, became permanent, although 
during the managerial tenure of Ned Hanlon (1899-1905) it was changed to 
Superbas, and in Wilbert Robinson's reign (1914-1931) the team was often 
referred to as the Robins. But the name Dodgers is associated with some of 
baseball's all-time greats.

With a little less than one-half of a season of professional baseball under his 
belt, Steve Howe was a longshot to make the Dodger pitching staff in 1980 ... the 
Dodgers became in need of a lefthander out of the bullpen when Terry Forster was a 
question mark due to elbow surgery and Ken Brett was released ... Howe found 
himself in a battle with Gerald Hannahs for that spot in the pen while at Dodgertown 
as a non-roster player ... the talented youngster, who has a 94 mph fastball, 
responded in five Spring games and 11.2 innings to impress the Dodger brass . . . Howe 
was 1-2 with a 3.00 ERA ... and a ticket to Los Angeles where he become the Dodgers’ 
ace of the pen to earn National League Rookie of the Year honors .. . he was the second 
Dodger pitcher in as mony years to win the rookie award (Rick Sutcliffe wos the winner 
in 1979) ... Howe was the fourth Dodger pitcher and the ninth Dodger to notch the 
honor as he bested Montreal's Bill Gullickson and Philadelphio’s Lonnie Smith . . . he led 
the Dodger bullpen with a 7-9 record, 17 saves and a 2.65 ERA ... the 17 saves was 
tied for ninth best in the N.L. and established a Dodger rookie record erasing the old 
save mark of 15 set by Joe Black in 1952... became the 17th Dodger pitcher to hit 
double figures in saves and only the second rookie ever to do it (Block in 1952). . 
allowed just one home run in 1980, that to Houston's Joe Morgan on June 24th, and has 
gone 53 innings without allowing a home run entering the ‘8] season ... Howe was 
tough at Dodger Stadium where he was 5-3 with 12 saves in 31 games with an ERA of 
1.93... put together finest month in July when he appeared in nine games and was 
3-1 with two saves and on 0.00 ERA (15.1 IP, 11H, 2 BB, 7 SO) .. . Howe put together a 
string of 41 outings (May 6-Sept. 20) in which he had on ERA of 1.00 in 63.1 innings 
and during this string, Howe's final 25 outings (July 3-Sept. 17) found him allowing 
four earned runs in 41.2 innings for a 4-4 record, 10 saves and on 0.86 ERA. . . longest 
relief outing was five innings (twice) . . .

ONLY FOUR TEAMS in the Majors had a better won-lost record than the Dodgers. The Dodgers 
ended the season with a 92-71 record and only four teoms—the New York Yonkees, 
Baltimore Orioles, Kansas City Royals and Houston Astros— finished with better marks. 

A RECORD YEAR AT THE GATE. . _ The Dodgers Jed the Majors in attendance as they hit the 
three million mark for the second time in Dodger and baseball history. The Dodgers attracted 
3,249,287 fans in 81 dates for an average of 40,115 per date. This is the second greatest 
attendance in baseball history, second to the Dodgers’ 3,347,845 in 1978. The Dodgers 
played to over two million fans on the road for the third straight year (2,062,369) and the 
Dodgers’ combined total finished at 5,311,656, the second largest combined total in baseball 
history. The Dodgers set the record in 1978 ot 5,494,168. 

HOME RUNS -__. The Dodgers led the National League for the fourth straight year in home 
runs as they belted a total of 148 in 1980. The Dodgers led the league in 1979 with 183; 1978

The Dodgers finished second in the N.L. in total saves 
with 42, one behind Pittsburgh. The Dodgers’ earned run average of 3.23 was second best in 
the league. 

The Dodgers sported a mark of 42-18 at 
Dodger Stadium under the lights for a .700 winning percentage. 

DODGERS VS. LEFTIES. . The Dodgers stood at 10-1 at Dodger Stadium against lefthanders 
and 15-5 on the season. Al Holland of the San Francisco Giants wos the lone winner in Los 
Angeles.

DODGERS TAKE FIRST & THIRD IN ERA RACE... The Dodgers’ Don Sutton and Jerry Reuss 
tinished first and third respectively in the National League earned run average race, Sutton 
won the title with o 2.21 ERA, It marked the 10th time o Dodger had won the title. Dazzy 
Vance, Johnny Podres and Sandy Koufox combined to win the other nine ERA titles. 

MORE ERA . _. The last Dodger to win the ERA title was Koufax in 1966. Reuss finished third in 
the race at 2,52. Philadelphia’s Steve Carlton was second at 2.34. 

COMEBACK PLAYER OF THE YEAR .. . Jerry Reuss was named the National League Comeback 
Player of the Year by The Sporting News and United Press International, Reuss led the Dodgers 
in wins, complete games (10), shutouts (6), innings pitched (220.1) and his win total of 18 
ranked fourth in the league. He led the leogue in shutouts. 

SUTTON ON THE ALL-TIME DODGER PITCHING UST. . . Don Sutton added to his all-time 
statistics as he leads the Dodgers in six pitching categories — wins (230), games (534), games 
started (517), strikeouts (2,652), innings pitched (3,728) and shutouts (52). Sutton’s ERA in 15 
years with the Dodgers is 3.07, third best in Dodger history (Sandy Koufox 2.76 and Don 
Drysdole 2.95).

GARVEY REACHES 200 - . . Steve Garvey reached the 200-hit mark for the sixth time in his 
career, making him the 14th player in Major League history to reach that mark six or more 
times in a career. 

GARVEY LEADS LEAGUE IN HITS . . . Steve Garvey led the National League in hits ot 200. 
He become the first two-time hit leader in the history of the Dodgers. He led the league 
for the first time in 1978 with 202 hits. Only five Dodgers in the history of the orgoniza- 
tion have led the N.L. in hits—William Keeler wos the first in 1900 with 208 hits. Ivy 
Olson was next up with 164 in 1919, Duke Snider was the third Dodger to do it with 199 
in 1950 and Tommy Davis was fourth with 230 in 1962. 


IRONMAN STREAK . .. Steve Garvey led the National League in games played at 163. 
Garvey’s consecutive games played streak hit 835 at the close of the 1980 season, sixth best 
on the all-time list.

THE THREE AND TWO MILLION CLUB 


The Los Angeles Dodgers became the first team in Major League history to hit the 
three million mark in attendance for the second time as they attracted 3,249,287 
fans in 81 dates in 1980 fo lead the Majors. The three million mark has only been 
broken one other time, that being by the Dodgers in 1978 when they established a 
Major League mork at 3,347,845. Over the last three seasons, the Dodgers have 
averaged over three million fans per season with a three-year attendance total of 
9,458,086. The Dodgers became the first team to play before five million fans to- 
tal—home and road—in 1978 as the total reached 5,494,164. The Dodgers played 
before 2,146,319 fans on the road in 1978. The Dodgers have averaged more than 
two million fans a season since coming to Los Angeles in 1958. Of the top 10 all- 
time season marks, the Dodgers have six of the 10 spots. The Dodgers have hit the 
two million or more mark 16 times—the most by any Major League team. The 
Dodgers hit the two million mark for the eighth straight season (1973-80). The Dodg- 
ers hit the million mark in 25 dates, the two million mark in 49 dates and the three 
million mark in 72 dates—all three established Major League records in 1978. The 
two and three million club:

The Los Angeles Dodgers hold the Major League record for the largest crowd to 
see a baseball game of 93,103 set on May 7, 1959. The fans paid tribute to Roy 
Campanella, who was injured in an automobile accident, and saw the Dodgers 
play an exhibition game with the New York Yankees at the Los Angeles Coliseum. 
The Dodgers drew three consecutive 90,000-plus crowds for the 1959 World 
Series games with the Chicago White Sox at the Los Angeles Coliseum. The 
Dodgers set the World Series attendance record for a game in the third game on 
Tuesday, Oct. 6, as they attracted 92,706 fans. The other two crowds were 92,394 
on Sunday, Oct. 4 and 92,650 on Monday, Oct. 5.

STARGELL BLASTS ONLY ONES TO CLEAR 
DODGER STADIUM 


Pittsburgh Pirate outfielder Willie Stargell is the only player ever to hit a ball out 


of Dodger Stadium —and he did it twice. Stargell hit the first ball out on Aug. 
6, 1969 (off Alan Foster) and it traveled over the right field pavilion landing 
506 feet, 6 inches away. The second blast came on May 8, 1973 (off Andy 
Messersmith) and it hit the right field pavilion roof and landed 470 feet away 
from home plate.

PLAYER LIMITS: 40 until opening day, when the number must be reduced to 25 until 
September 1, when it again becomes 40, 

DETERMINING BATTING AVERAGE: Divide the number of at bats into the number of 
hits. 

DETERMINING AN EARNED RUN AVERAGE: Multiply the number of earned runs by 
nine; toke the number and divide it by the number of innings pitched. 

DETERMINING SLUGGING PERCENTAGE: Divide the total bases of al! safe hits by the 
total times at bat (At bots do not include walks, sacrifices, hit by pitcher, or times 
awarded first base because of interference or obstruction). 

DETERMINING FIELDING AVERAGE: Divide the total putouts and assists by the total 
of putouts, assists ond errors. 

DETERMINING PERCENTAGE OF GAMES WON AND LOST: Divide the number of games 
won by the total games won and lost. 

CONSECUTIVE HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive hitting streak shall not be terminated 
if the plate appearance results in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive inter- 
ference or a sacrifice bunt. A sacrifice fly shall terminate the streak. 

CONSECUTIVE-GAME HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive-game hitting streak shall not 
be terminated if all the player's plate appearances (one or more) result in a bose 
on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt. The streak shall 
terminate if the player has o sacrifice fly and no hit, 

CONSECUTIVE-GAME PLAYING STREAK: A consecutive-game playing streak shall be 
extended if the player plays one half-inning on defense, or if he completes a time 
at bat by reaching base or being put out. A pinch-running appearance only shall 
not extend the streok. If a player is ejected from a game by an umpire before he 
can comply with the requirements of this rule, his streak shall continue. 

TRADING REGULATIONS: Players are available on waivers in reverse order of stand- 
ings, ot the time waivers expire, if more than 30 days after start of the season; 
otherwise in reverse order of standings at close of preceding season, 

INTER-LEAGUE TRADES: Midnight, five doys after the World Series to Midnight, night 
preceding the last scheduled day of the Winter Meetings, 12:01 a.m,, February 
15 to Midnight, March 15. 

WAIVERS: No woivers are necessary during inter-league trading periods (see dates 
above). Midnight, night preceding the last scheduled day of the Winter Meet- 
ings to Midnight, February 14; Midnight, March 15 to Midnight, June 15; and 
Midnight, the last day of the regulor season to Midnight, five days after the 
World Series —Waivers necessary in assignor’s league. Midnight, June 15 to 
Midnight, the last day of the season, Major League Waivers necessary. 

TRADING WITHIN LEAGUE: Midnight, the last day of the season—Midnight, June 
15—No waivers necessary. Midnight, June 15—Midnight, the last day of the 
season —League waivers necessary. 

DETERMINING the MAGIC NUMBER: Determine the number of games yet to be 
played, add one, then subtract the number of gomes cheod in the loss column 
of the standings from the closest opponent. 

POST-SEASON CALENDAR: The two major league Championship Series for 1981] are 
scheduled to stort the week of October 6 in the parks of the American League 
East and the National League West winners. The 1981 World Series is scheduled 
to start the week of October 13 in the park of the American League champion, 

GAME WINNING HIT: The hit thot gives your team a higher final run total than your 
opponent. 

GAME WINNING RBI: The RBI that gives the club a lead it never relinquishes. 


DOCTORED BAT: A batter is out for illegal action when he uses or attempts to use a 
bat that, in the umpire’s judgment, has been altered or tampered with in such a 
way to improve the distance factor or cause an unusual reaction on the baseball. 
This includes bats that are filled, flat-surfaced, nailed, hollowed, grooved or 
covered with a substance such as paraffin, wax, etc. No advancement on the 
bases will be allowed and any out or outs made during a play shall stand. In 
addition to being called out, the player shall be ejected from the game and may 
be subject to additional penalties as determined by his League President.

DODGER DIAMOND VISION 
Dodger Diamond Vision is the largest full-color matrix 
board in the world. The screen is 35 feet wide, and 25 
feet high. The system works on the same principle as a 
home color TV set. Diamond Vision was built by Mitsu- 
bishi Electric Corporation of Japan and made its debut 
at baseball's All-Star Game at Dodger Stadium on 


July 8, 1980. The board is used to show replays and 
highlights of game action, outstanding defensive and 
offensive plays in slo-mo and freeze frame, as well as 
Various statistical information about the players. Dia- 
mond Vision consists of 38,400 red, green and blue 
lights. These lights draw only 2 watts per tube (1/10th 
of a comparable incandescent lamp).

lt wos 34 years ago this spring, in 1948, that the Dodgers set up camp in Vero Beach, 
Fla., af the invitation of local businessman Bud Holman, after whom Holman Stadium is 
named. 

Holman’'s brainstorm came after the United States government turned over a naval air 
station to the city of Vero Beach following World War II. 

Vero Beach needed a tenant for the facility and the Dodgers were looking for a spring 
home after leading a nomad existence. 

In the spring of 1948, the former naval air station grounds and barracks were invaded 
by 600 players in the Dodgers organization. 

The players who spent that long ago spring at Dodgertown, as if came to be known 
almost from the outset, would not recognize the place today. 

Replacing the old barracks is a modern 90- unit villa. A new 23,000 square feet 
administration building was constructed on the site of the former headquarters building in 
1974. The building includes a major league clubhouse, minor league clubhouse, medical 
department, dining room and kitchen, main lobby, canteen, recording studio, photo dark 
room, Western Union office, interview room, stadium club lounge, press working area, 
trainers’ room, equipment room and two laundry rooms. All of the landscaping was done 
with plants and flowers grown in the Dodgertown nursery. 

There are three practice fields and a row of batting cages, in addition to Holman 
Stadium, dedicated in 1953, where the Dodgers play their exhibition games, The stadium 
has a seating capacity of 5,000. 

Even the recreation facilities at Dodgertown have undergone radical change since that 
initial spring. 

Two golf courses— oan 18-holer called Dodger Pines Country Club and a nine-hole 
layout— outline the complex. The clubhouse is complete with locker room, dining room 
and pro shop. 

Dodger personnel also have the use of a swimming pool, four all-weather tennis courts 
and a theater in which different movies are shown each night. 

All this is a far cry from the horse-shoe pitching and badminton the 1947 edition of the 
Dodgers had to content themselves with. 

Dodgertown, the only privately-owned training camp in the country, also includes a 41- 
acre citrus grove, 45 residences on the golf course perimeter and a conference center. 

Since 1965, the Dodgers have purchased 410 acres from the city of Vero Beach. 

Besides Dodger spring training, Dodgertown also plays host to the summer comp of the 
National Football League's New Orleans Saints, and is a conference center managed by 
Harrison Conference Centers. It is available to groups when the Dodgers and Saints are not 
training there. 

The conference center is designed to provide the proper environment for business 
meetings and the most intensive learning objectives. There are 12 specially- designed 
meeting rooms, featuring the lotest in audio visual equipment. The recreation program 
includes golf, tennis, baseball, swimming, basketball, volleyball and jogging trails. 

Dodgertown accommodates up to 180 conferees. The facility has 130 employees. 

Holman Stadium also is the summer home of the Vero Beach Dodgers of the Class A 
Florida State League. In its first season in 1980, the franchise's attendance for 71 home 
games was 80,063, plus another 3,325 for three playoff games, a remarkable total 
because Vero Beach (population 17,033) is one of the smallest towns in America with a 
professional baseball club. The Dodgers are managed by Stan Wasiak. Terry Reynolds is 
the general manager. 

Charlie Blaney, who has been with the Dodger organization since 1967, is director of 
Dodgertown. At Albuquerque from 1968-74, he was named “Minor League Executive of 
the Year“ by The Sporting News in 1969 and Pacific Coast League General Manager of the 
Year in 1972 by members of the league’s media.
